AC- 
TIONI" All of a sudden the 
relatively quiet Hollywood set 
comes alive as talented actors go 
‘about their work creating another 
great movie. Occasionally, the cam: 
eras focus upon two young, vivaci- 
ous, well-built women named Kyla 
and Gail. They made it to Holly- 
wood because of their fierce com- 
petitiveness as apartment wrestlers. 

It all happend approximately one 
year ago, when a mutual friend of 
theirs—one of Hollywood's leading 
young men—suggested they both 
try their hand at apartment wres: 
tling. The match would take place in 
a plush penthouse in front of two or 
three dozen of Hollywood's top film 
producers and agents. 

At first, Kyla and Gail's response 
wasa flatandemphatic "NOI" They 
had heard they would have to 
wrestle, battle. fight—whatever— in 


bikinis. They also had heard that on 

several occasions, the bikinis were 
completely torn off in the heat of 
battle. Neither one appreciated the 
idea of wrestling naked in front of so 
many important, tuxedoed, and 
gawking men. 

But after a night of thinking over 
the prospect, both Kyla and Gail 
realized the overall importance of 
an evening of apartment wrestling. 
They thought of the good things that 
might come from it. They weighed 
the good against the bad. The bad 
things were: they possibly would 
wind up in their birthday suits, and 
Stood a chance of being injured or 
even scarred for life. No aspiring 
actress dreams of being scarred. 
But the good point was the chance 
of being recognized or just being 
given the chance to prove 
themselves in a movie or television 
role.

possible embarrassing situation of 
winding up on some plush carpeting 
battered and naked, they thought 
about who would be looking. 
Veteran directors, agents, and 
Hollywood men would be there. To 
them, seeing a naked woman is аз 
common as the sun rising every 
morning. Besides, figured the two 
Curvatious specimens of woman- 
hood, their bodies were works of art 
—something of which they could be 
proud, not ashamed. If battling itout 
in an un-ladylike fashion was some- 
thing which could further their 
acting careers, well, then it was 
something that must be done. The 
more they thought about it, the 
more they were certain that apart- 
ment wrestling was something they 
must do. 

Both women were proud'of their 
bodies, and confident of their 
athletic skills. Whether they won ог 
lost was not important. Theyknewa 
confrontation with each other 
would be the key to meeting some ої 
the most influential men in the 
business. As it turned out, their 
wildest dreams were fulfilled by 
their confrontation. 

The match would up asa tie, but it 
drew a standing ovation from the 
elite Hollywood crowd. In what was 
perhaps 25 of the most brutal and 
Vicious minutes in the short history. 
ОЁ apartment wrestling, Kyla and 
Gail branded on the memories of 
the spectators Scenes they can 
never forget. Scenes like that will 
remain etched on their memories 
for eternity. 

They began their first "war" with 
bikinis on, and finished it nude, en- 
tangled with each other ina mass of 
panting, sweating and exhausted 
feminine flesh. They had given 
every ounce of their energy. and the 
talented, prominent men who һай 
witnessed their exhibition realized 
this. They saw definite talent in not 
one, but both of the young starlets. 

The offers came infor movie parts 
and bits in television productions. 
Kyla and Gail's young Hollywood 
friend had told them the truth, and 
they loved him for it. He had said 
apartment wrestling could only help 
their careers—not hurt them—and 
he was right.

be scrupulously examined and 
evaluated. There is a constant 
questioning. Doubts are part of that 
process. 

Watching Dino enter an arena gives 
one an idea as to why the young 
grappler is having those doubts. 

‘omen become excited at the sight of 
him. When he's in troule, they scream 


in horror. When he is dominating the 
action, there are shouts of joy. The 
women aren't reacting to whether he 
executes well or if he's being 
overwhelmed by his opponents. 
they hope is that Dino doesn't get hurt. 
That is not the kind of wrestling fan a. 
young grappler necds most. 

A beginning in any sport needs feed- 
back solely on his accomplishments. 
His personality can only get inthe way 
of the important criticism every young 
athlete needs. When onc enjoys the 
kind of charisma possessed by Dino, it 
can eventually hurt his career. 

“So far.” his friend Tex McKenzie 
believes, "Dino has managed to keep 
his head about him. He's a good young 
wrestler and knows what he has to do.

“But, by golly, I don't know how 
long he can take it. It seems almost. 
inhuman that all that attention has 
already turned his head. If was Dino’ 
age, Í sure as heck would be enjoy 
all the worship instead of training. 

“Also, he's not too sure what his best 
maneuvers are yet. He's still learning, 
still finding himself professionally. He 
needs the fans as а way of determining 
what he’s doing right or wrong. As far 
as Dino's fans are concerned, that boy 
can do no wrong! That's nice, but it 
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isn't any good!" 

Tex doesn't foresee Dino changing 
his style in the near future. He feels 
Bravo has enough confidence and 
good sense not to make any drastic 
changes. However. there is a danger of 
small changes be adopted, changes 
which would hurt Dino in the long rum. 

“Itwould be natural.” Tex explains, 
“for Dino to do something new just to 
get some sense of how the fans view 
him as an athlete rather than a sex 
symbol. Now. moves which are used 


E just to see something different rather 


than developed are always dangerous. 
And a man in Dino's position is apt to 
do something like that." 

While most men would regard being 
too sexy as the perfect problem, for a 
young professional grappler, it could 
mean the end of a career. That's a 
danger which is plaguing Dino Bravo. 


"No wrestler can make a career 
without the fans’ support," Dino says, 
“I realize this aswell as anybody, And Î 
wouldn't want to be unattractive to 
women. I was blessed with the appear- 
ance which makes people like me. 

“However, I also realize what harm 
it сап do me. I get worried at times, 
now probably more than I should. I'm 
mot sure what I'm doing and where т 
going wrong. I want to be admired for 
my athletic ability and not my good 
looks. 

“Also, fans don’t take sex symbols 
seriously. There really is the prejudice 
that а good looking guy is just another 
pretty face. I'm а wrestler first and 
foremost: I want to be taken seriously 
as such.” 

Dino's opponents are taking him 
seriously. Unfortunately for the young 
grappler, that may not be enough. O

Crusher's forte. Neither is 
underhanded deception. Nor 
might politeness be counted 
among his many character 
traits. However, honesty has 
been and always will be, one of 
his trademarks. 

Wrestlers are given to making 
outiandish statements. Much of 
itis part and parcel of the often 
cruel form of warfare known as 
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Crusher "welcome" (below).

Then there are those 
wrestlers who merely enjoy 
boasting and talking through 
both the hole in their heads and 
their hats, Again, their views 
must be placed in their proper 
perspective less they be 
accorded greater authority than 
they deserve. 

Crusher belongs to neither of 
these groups. Simply, he says 
what he believes. He doesn'ttry to 
mince words to spare anyone's 
feelings. Therefore, his remarks 
must always be accorded 
respect, for they flow from a 
man of much wisdom and 
honesty. So when he talks 
about Nick Bockwinkel and 
Super Destroyer 11, its no 
holds barred. 

Гуе wrestled 'em both а lot 
before," said Crusher after а 
recent match against Super 
Destroyer Il. "Two different 
kind of guys, surely. You gotta 
know what each is like before 
you can make any kind 
of judgements. 

That's why | gotta laugh when 
writers and fools who sit at 
ringside make their so-called 
expert opinions," Crusher said 
chuckling, "What the hell do 
they know? Only way you can 
become an expert in wrestling 
is to have your head bopped 
about 400 times by one of these 
guys so's you know what you're 
talkin’ about 

Crusher flipped open a can of 
beer, propped his feet оп а stool 
and sighed. 

1 don't care that Bockwinkel 
is champ, hell, wearin' a belt 
don't impress me very much.

"Bockwinkel has some guts.
